They work for it first, and for 
themselves next, as it is all in all, uot 
only in theory, bat in practice. 


The theory of the State first has its 


oonstltBtioD in socitl and business re- 
lations that are carried forward under 
the system, so that every department 
In life is permeated witb monarcbial 
ideals. The system represents a pyra- 
mid having for its foundation tbe mass 
of the people, sometimes iu derision 
called the mudsills of society. Upon
